In the House voting, the 
President's veto was sustained 
by 138 Republicans and six 
Democrats. Voting to override 
him were 227 Democrats and 46 
Republicans.

It has encountered a financial 
crunch causing it to reduce its 
financial aid to existing college 
districts well below the promised 
level. It would much prefer to 
‘serve’ the rest of the state by 
widening some of the present 
districts” ies, regardless of 
whether true “Community college” 
services are 

The question of whether there 
should be a junior college here is still 
debatable in the minds of a number 
of people. Some think a fight should 
be made against the new state law 
compelling all non-district territory 
to become a part of or create a 
college district. 

Certainly, those required to pay 
for a junior coeliege through property 
taxes ought to be served by one, and 
not just nalf-heartedly, IJCB aa- 
ministrators are wrong in con- 
cluding that the southern area of 
Madison County can be adequately 
served by an attendance center 
situated many long and congested 
miles away. 

Never content with the actual 


wording of the Illinois statutes 
related to colleges, the IJCB ad- 
ministrators have built up a series - 
Guidelines and assumptions wi 

which they have proved to their 
satisfaction that a new district here 
would be costly and ineffective. 

We are reminded of the state 
statistics which for years 
“‘proved’’ that Nameoki Road 
traffic controls were adequate; only 
in the last few weeks has common 
sense begun to prevail on the latter 
subject. 

The staff will advise the Junior 
College Board on Friday and the 
\board presumably will formally 
deny the application to create a 
proposed Southwestern Community 


The four remaining alternatives to 
be spotlighted by the LJCB staff 
Friday are annexing to Lewis and 
Clark College at Godfrey or the 
Belleville Area College, forming a 
new Class I (taxpaying) district to 
include State Community College at 
East St. Louis, or formirig a new 
district to include the Quad-Cities, 
East St. Louis and Collinsville.

‘Springfield—If a — given 
quantity of food can be pur- 
chased one place for $320 and 
another place for $663, any 
intelligent person will buy it for 
the lower price, right? 

Wrong. 

In increasing numbers, 
Minois consumers are signing 
contracts committing them to 
pay roughly twice the retail 
price for foods after a glib) 
salesman convinces them they 
will be saving as much as 33 per 
cent if they sign up for his 
freezer plan. 

Unfortunately, what you 
think you see isn't what you 
Get. In fact, you don't see much 
of anything—no written 
guarantees, no unit no 
breakdown on what you're 
committing yourself to pay. 

With § soaring food prices, 
threats of meat shortages and 
reports of a scarcity of food, 
more and more people are 
frequently taking an eager look 
at ads which promise “quality 
foods” and “name bra for 

“rock bottom prices”, and 
above all, “savings, savings, 
savings."” 

All too dften, warns Atty. Gen. 
William Scott, the offer which 
seems too good to be true, is. 

One purchaser told. in- 
vestigators in the consumer 
fraud division of Scott's office 
they paid $367 for a freezer his 
wife later found she opuld have 
purchased retail for a little over 
$100. Their contract costs in 
cluded $118 im charges com 
puted at the rate of 27.47 per 
cent annually 

Investigator Walter Mar 
cussen said the freezers offered 
are often factory “seconds.” 
Inferior brands or even used or 
reclaimed appliances which 
are given a misleading trade 
name and sok as new, quanty 
equipment 

Guarantees in freezer plans 
usually cover the 
for one year, compared to five 

Ss in most legitimate 
tions, he added. 

Unfortunately for the buyer 
who didn’t think twice before 
signing, there isn't much legal 
action to be taken, once that 
contract is signed. The contract 
he should have read carefully 
usually spells out quite clearly 
it cannot be cancelled, that 
there will be no refunds, that the 
food cannot be returned, and— 
most important—that the buyer 
understands “that the seller 
does not guarantee this food 
order to last over any period of 
time. 

That isn’t what the per 
sonable young man in your 


terms of six months, and ever 
at $883 for that time, you'd be 
living high on the hard-t 
hog, paying less than $30 

for meat and groceries. 

Ta two months or so, when the 
food supply has runout, you find 
the six months refers to the time. 
you still have to pay under the 
contract, which the plan 
operator has already sold to a 
finance company, quite legally. 

A little advance nt, says. 
special investigator Peggy 
Bastas, should tell the 
prospective buyer that buying a 
freezer, on time, to fill with food 
ought ‘on time isn't going to 
save any money. Finance 
charges alone would eat up any 
possible savings. 

“How can a firm have a 
salesman come to your door, 
and deliver your order right to 
your doar, and still save money 
ower your supermarket?” she 

asks. Since most people might 
wonder the same thing, given a 
little time, the salesman sees 
they don't have the time. 

The standard pitch is “the 
contract must be signed right 
new, or you'll never have a 
chance at this saving again 
because we can’t afford to have 
a salesman call on a_customer 
more than once.”
